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The invention that is set forth in claims 1 and 16 
is disclosed in document 1 cited in the international 
search report; therefore, it lacks novelty and does not 
involve an inventive step. 

The invention that is set forth in claims 2 and 7 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 and documents 2 and 3 cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 discloses the 
feature of configuring so that an increase or decrease in 
the ground contact load of one set of diagonally opposite 
wheels is accompanied by a reciprocal decrease or increase 
in the ground contact load of the other set of diagonally 
opposite wheels. Documents 2 and 3 disclose hydraulic 
cylinders for controlling the ground contact loads, which 
are equipped with actuators . 

The invention that is set forth in claim 3 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-3 
and document 4 cited in the international search report. 
Document 3 discloses hydraulic cylinders for controlling 
pitch and hydraulic cylinders for controlling roll. 
Document 4 discloses hydraulic cylinders for controlling 
heave . 

The invention that is set forth in claim 4 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-3 
and document 5 (fig. 21 and 22) cited in the international 
search report. Document 5 discloses hydraulic cylinder for 
a suspension, which is equipped with an accumulator and a 
damping valve. 

The invention that is set forth in claims 5, 12 and 
15 is not disclosed in any of the documents that are cited 
in the international search report, and is not obvious to 
a person skilled in the art. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 6 does riot 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-3 
and document 6 cited in the international search report . 
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Document 6 discloses the feature of providing enabling 
means that allow the free movement of the hydraulic 
cylinders . 

The invention that is set forth in claim '8 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 7 cited in the international search report. 
Document 7 discloses the feature of providing means for 
detecting the air pressure within the tires. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 9 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 3 . Document 3 discloses the feature of 
determining the amount by which the load is changed in 
accordance with the state of the vehicle. 

The invention that is set forth in claims 10 and 11 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 and document 8 cited in the international 
search report. Document 8 discloses the feature of 
decreasing the operating speed in accordance with 
increases in the vehicle speed. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 13 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 9 cited in the international search report. 
Document 9 discloses the feature of allowing operations to 
be controlled when the vehicle speed exceeds a 
predetermined speed . 

The invention that is set forth in claim 14 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-3 
and document 10 cited in the international search report. 
Document 10 discloses the feature of initializing the 
sensor during linear travel. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 17 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 11 cited in the international search report . 
Document 11 discloses the feature of determining the 
amount by which to correct operations on the basis of the 
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deviation between the target yaw rate and the actual 
rate .
